1 . COUNSELOR NIMETZ MET WITH BRITISH EMBASSY DCM ROBINSON 
AUGUST 9 AT LATTER'S REQUEST TO DISCUSS HMG VIEWS ON NEXT 
STEPS RE POSSIBLE FIVE-POWER CYPRUS ACTIVITY. 
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2. ROBINSON SAID HMG HAD TAKEN U.S. POINT (REFTEL) THAT 
INITIAL MEETING OF FIVE-POWER CONTACT GROUP SHOULD BE GEN- 
ERAL IN NATURE, CONDUCTED ON A HIGHLY CONFIDENTIAL BASIS AND 
AIMED AT REACHING BROAD AGREEMENT ON HOW TO PROCEED FURTHER. 
ONLY AFTER SUCH AGREEMENT WAS REACHED, THERE WOULD BE CON 
TACTS BETWEEN REPRESENTATIVES OF THE GROUP AND THE GOVERN- 
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MENTS OF GREECE, TURKEY AND EVENTUALLY THE GOVERNMENT OF 
CYPRUS (AND THE TURKISH CYPRIOTS) TO DETERMINE WHETHER PRO- 
POSALS MIGHT BE MADE WHICH WERE WITHIN THE LIMITS OF POSI- 
TIONS ACCEPTABLE TO BOTH SIDES. THE FINAL STAGE WOULD BE 
THE ACTUAL SUBMISSION OF A PACKAGE OF SUGGESTIONS TO THE TWO 
PARTIES IN CYPRUS AS A BASIS FOR DISCUSSION IN THE INTERCOM- 
MUNAL NEGOTIATIONS. SUCH SUGGESTIONS COULD INCLUDE A GEN- 
ERAL STATEMENT OF PRINCIPLES AND PAPERS ON THE TERRITORIAL 
AND CONSTITUTIONAL ISSUES. 

3. ROBINSON NOTED THAT IT WOULD BE NECESSARY TO EXPLAIN 
THE GENERAL THRUST OF THE GROUP OF FIVE INITIATIVE TO THE 
OTHER MEMBERS OF THE EC EVEN THOUGH DETAILED INVOLVEMENT 
OF ALL MEMBERS OF THE NINE WOULD BE IMPRACTICAL. THE ROLE 
OF THE UNSYG WOULD ALSO HAVE TO BE CONSIDERED. DR. WALD- 
HEIM WOULD HAVE TO BE KEPT CLOSELY INFORMED, IN STRICT 
CONFIDENCE, AS AN INITIATIVE TAKES SHAPE. 

4. HMG WAS NOW PLANNING TO APPROACH FRANCE AND FRG TO SUG- 
GEST A MEETING OF SENIOR OFFICIALS OF THE FIVE FOR A 
GENERAL DISCUSSION ON HOW TO PROCEED. AFTER GIVING GOF AND 
FRG A SHORT TIME TO REACT, UK WOULD THEN APPROACH THE 
GOVERNMENT OF CANADA WITH THE SAME SUGGESTION. ROBINSON 
SAID THE UK WOULD BE PREPARED TO ARRANGE SUCH A MEETING IN 
LONDON IN THE WEEK OF AUGUST 21 OR MORE LIKELY IN THE WEEK 
BEGINNING SEPTEMBER 4. THE UK WOULD BE EQUALLY WILLING TO 
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ATTEND A MEETING ELSEWHERE IF THIS WOULD BE MORE CONVEN- 
IENT. 

5. NIMETZ INDICATED THE U.S. THOUGHT IT WOULD BE USEFUL 
IF UK DISCUSSED GENERAL APPROACH WITH FRANCE, FRG, AND 
CANADA. WE WERE AGREEABLE TO PROPOSED MEETING IN LONDON 
TO DISCUSS PROPOSED APPROACH AS WELL AS TO SHARE THINKING 
GENERALLY ON CYPRUS PROBLEM. VANCE
